Registration of 
Aliens Sept. 1

Registration of all aliens, H: 
provided In the recent bill adopt 
ed by Congress, will begin a 
all post offices on Sept. t. ac 
cording to word received thl: 
week from Washington In ad 
dltion to registering at the local 
post office, aliens residing I 
this community will be asked t 
leave a record of their finger 
prints.

The new law also Impose 
drastic penalties on "flflh col 
umn" attempts to Incite insur 
rection or disloyalty In the nn 
lion's armed forces. It outlaws 
the dissemination of doctrine 
aimed at overthrow of the gov 
crnmcnt "by force or violence. 
The measure provides a $10f 
fine and 30 days' imprisonmen 
for those falling to register be 
fore the four-month period fol 
lowing Sept. 1 expires.

Aliens over H must registei 
personally, while those undi 
the age limit are to be regif 
tered by patents or guardian 
Local postmasters will be suf 
piled with the proper forms I 
ample time to begin the enroll 
ment on time.
